ESTIMATE ON THE YEAR’S POTATO CROP. 


Yield in United States Abnormally Large 
and Better Prices Prophesied. 

The potato crop.is not only large in the 
United States, but is by far the largest ever 
grown, says the Orange Judd Farmer, The 
acreage was suddenly increased outof all 
proportion to demands for consumption. The 
result is what might have been expected, a 
crop furnishing a heavy surplus above food 
requirements, und this surplus, especially in 
the Northwest, having no adequate outlet at 
present, has crushed prices to a level below 
cost of production in some sections. 
But for the enormous increase in the 
Northwest the total crop of the country 
would not be excessive, but the surplus here 
pressing for market is felt by growers all 


over the country, 

The crop is placed at 282,148,000 bushels, 
a very conservative estimate of the average 
rate of yield being eighty-eight bushe's. This 
is three bushels below the rate in 1883, show- 
ing that the crushing crop this year results 
from anh enormous acreage rather than a 
phenomenai rate of yield. The variation in 
yield in different States is more marked 
than usual. New ag pare returns only a fair 
average, while New York shows a good yield 
in spite of local damage to the early crop by 
drought. In the Ohio Valley the season for 
early potatoes was marked by severe drought, 
which lasted late enough to damage the first 
growth of late plantings. 

Canada is no exception to the ruleofa 
bouatiiul crop, the "95 yield closely approx- 
imating 57,000,000 bushels, according to our 
latest advices, showing ‘a material increase 
over last year’s short crop. Returns to grow- 
ers bave been very unsatisfactory since the 
opéning of the season, with prices so low that, 
where possible, stock will be held. The gual- 
ity of Canadian potatoes in the main is good 
to excellent. 

The United Kingdom and continent of Eu- 
rope have harvested a large crop. In England 
the yield is rathet under the average this 
year, as itis alsoin area, although both in 
excess of 94. In Ireland the crop is very 
good both in quantity and guality. On the 
continent reports are generally favorable out- 
side of Italy, which is never much of a potato 
country. 

The distribution is unfortunate, the surplus 
production being confined chiefly to a few 
States far from consuming centers, but exert- 
ing a secondary and for the time being disas- 
trous iofluence on the moderate crop grown 
elsewhere. With the pressure of offerings 
common to the early weeks of the crop year 
removed, and a realization that outside the 
excessive supplies in the West and Northwest 
the crop is oniy a moderate one, there is a 
chance ultimately of materially higher prices.

GAS DID NOT MAKE EARTHQUAKE, 


R. Ronald. 


Prof. Kemp Says the Added Pressure 
Is Due to the Disturbance. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[Special.j—James F. 
Kemp, professor of geology in Columbia 
College, says that the three-fifths increase 
in the flow of natural gas since the recent 
earthquake is not to be taken as an indica- 
tion that the seismic disturbance was in any 
way due to the fluid; but, contrariwise, that 
the additional flow of gas is due to the shift- 
ing of the rocks. 

‘TI think,” Prof. Kemp adds, “it would be 
an admirable thing to reassure dwellers on 
the line of the great natural oil and gas belts 
that the operation of drawing gas and oil 
from the earth’s Interior may be continued 
with entire impunity, so far as creating 
earthquakes is concerned. 

Gas is purely the result of decomposition 
that has taken place in the strata of porous 
.limestone, and as it is extracted from the 
limestone its place is filled-with brine from 
below, so that the density of the limestone 
strata is not imperilled. 

'"“A shock of earthquake, such as that felt 

in Indiana recently, would almost of neces- 
sity so jar the limestone strata as to ac- 
celerate the escape of gas from its inter- 
stices, and if that gas be able to make its 
way through the capping of shale it must 
perforce come to the surface in greater 
volume than before. You therefor see, 
that.the earthquake is responsible for the 
gas, and not the gas for the earthquake.”

PRAIRIE FIRES THREATEN HEBRON.

People Exhausted After a Long Fight and 
Are Praying for Help. 

Crown Point, Ind., Nov. 5.—[Special,]— 
Word was received here at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon from Hebron, a little town contain- 
ing 800 people twelve miles east of here, that 
a prairie fire had broken out on the north 
boundary of the town, on the Fisher and 
Eagle Creek stock farm ranches, and with the 
south winds which sweep over the barren 


ous position. 

Business has been practically suspended, 
and a recruiting office has been opened up, 
asking for volunteer fire ‘fighters, as the town 
does not afford any fire protection. Several 
hundred men‘and scores of women and ‘cbil- 
dren have made a desperate fight since last 
night, but of no avail. 

The flames are forcing all to retreat. Crops 
are being destroyed on several sections of 
land. A iarge tract of heavy timber on 
Hughes’ Ridge has gone up in smoke, 

An immense sawmill owned by F. E. Rus- 
sell and several thousand dollars worth of 
sawed timber owned by M. J. Brown = will 
probably be consumed tonight. as the fight 
has about been givenup. Many peopl? have 
dropped to the ground exhausted and were 
carried from the field. : 

Hebron was wiped out by fire five years ago 
and the people are down on their knees to- 
night praying for he!p, 

‘*Rains must fall and the winds must 
change in the next twenty-four hours or fear- 
ful results will follow,’’ said a messenger 
from that_place tonight. Crown Point’s fire 
department isin readiness should they re- 
ceive word to move tonight. 

The big fire on the Kankakee also started 
again last night and is making big headway 
south towerd Wheatfield. 

George Smith, Lou Brames, Joseph Doug- 
las, anc J. D. Gumpher, a party of Fort 
Wayne hunters, were killing game ‘coming 
from the burning tim ber, and forgetting them- 
selves, allowed the fire to surround them, 
All were quite badly burned and were forced 
toswim the river to escape. 


J: B. COULTER SHOT DEAD IN HIS HOME. 


Mysterious Murder of an Aged Farmer 
Near Anna, Ill 

Anna, Ill., Nov. 5.—[{Special.]—Between 6 
and 7 o’clock last night,the ringing of a farm 
bell summoned the neighbore to the home of 
J. B. Coulter, and aged farmer two miles 
east of Cobden 

A grewsome sight awaited them. Seated 
in a rocking chair, with his feet propped on 
another chair, a newspaper in his hand and 
his spectacles fallen by his side, was Mr. 
Coulter, dead. 

The entire top of his head, even to his 
eyes, was literally blown away. On the 
floor near by was a shotgun, one barrel of 
which had been discharged. 

Mr. Coulter was a widower, and Calvin 
Rains and his wife lived with him and kept 
house for him. They had left him alone to 
call on a neighbor, and claim that on re- 
turning they found his dead body as de- 
scribed. ‘They then summoned the neigh- 
bors. . 

The Coroner’s jury today decided it was 
clearly a murder, there being nothing to in- 
dicate suicide, although the gun used was 
Mr. Coulter’s, and it was left neatly in or- 
= probably to suggest the theory of sui- 
cide. 

The dead man was 69: years old, an infidel, 
and worth about $15,000. He leaves a 
brother, a.divorced wife, and a son with 
whom he was at enmity. 

It is stated that provision is made in his 
will for Mrs. Rains. Robbery was not the 
object of the murder, fora gold watch and 
money on his person were not taken. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury implicated no 
one, and no arrests have been made.

ed in this country, although descriptions 


and drawings of it had been printed in the 
illustrated mechanical papers.

PHILIP W. AYRES ACCEPTS THE PLACE.

Will Be Secretary of the Chicago Bureau 
Pa of Public Charities. 

Philip W. Ayres, who has been Superin- 
tendent of the Associated Charities at Cin- 
cinnati, O., for six years, willarrive in Chi- 
cago Nov. 18 to accept the office of Secretary 
of the Bureau of Public Charities in this city. 
He was offered the position a short time ago 
and his acceptance has been received by Miss 
Julia Lathrop of Hull House. 

Mr. Ayres took an active part in charity 
organization in Brooklyn, N. Y., where his 
efforts were successful and where he estab- 


sire, subject, of course, to the expressed de- 
sire of the donors.” _ 

In reply to the question, What were the 
needs of the university and for what would 
the bequests be made? Dr. Harper said: 

‘*We need a library fund. We need money 
for scholarships. We need money for fellow- 
ships. Weneed $250,000 or $300,000 for 
a law school, We want half a dozen 
new buildings, among them a  dormi- 
tory for women and another one for 
undergraduate students. We ought to have 
zodiogiecal and physicological laboratories, 
and we do need a chapel and library building. 
These are the most important of the present 
needs.”” . :

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GLORIOUS REPUBLICAN VICTORIES. 

The Republicans have no reason to be 
with the resulj 
They could not and did 


‘intense Democratic disgust. But that dis- 
gust has net been cured to the extent the 
Democratic leaders hoped it would be, and 
the Republicans have won a series of mag- 


‘| nificent victories, the importance of which 
is most clearly seen when these elections 


are compared with those of 1801, which 


_ were followed by a 2 EN ERE defeat in 


1892. 

Then Iowa elected a Demacratic Gover- 
nor, and so did Massachusetts. Both go 
heavily Republican now. Then New York 
gave nearly 40,000 Democratic majority. 
It gives the Republicans 60,000 now. New 
Jersey went heavily Democratic. .It has 
elected a Republican Governor now for the 
first time in thirty years. Maryland gave 
- 80,000 Democratic majority. Now it elects 
a Republican Governor. Ohio gave Me- 
Kinley 21,000 amajority then, and. gives 
Bushnell a much larger majority now. The 
party is therefore in excellent condition 
for next year’s campaign. 

Last year Gov. Morton had a plurality 
of 156,000 in New York State. This year 
there is one of 70,000. That is heavy 
enough, but it would have been larger 
probably but for Mr. Roosevelt’s deter- 
mination to enforce a Democratic Sunday- 
closing law against Democrats. The re- 
sult of his resolution to make himself dis- 
agreeable was to give New York City to 
Tammany by over 20,000. Thousands of 
Germans who would have voted against 
that organization if the issnes had been 
what they were last year resented bitterly 
the enforcement of a law which they be- 
lieved infringed ‘on their personal liberty, 
and which sought to dictate to them when 
they should and should not dtink. The re- 
form movement in New York has been 
killed ‘by Mr. Roosevelt. He must have 
known that would be the case, but nobody 
could shake his obstinate determination. 
Happily he was not able to deprive the Re- 
publicans of the Legislature. They have 
chosen so many holdover Sendtors that 
Hill cannot be re@lected in 1897. 

The result in New Jersey, where the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor has about 
20,000 majority, is especially gratifying. 
That is one of the great njxnufacturing 
States. It felt with special’ severity the 
effects of the Democratic industrial panic. 
Last year it gave on Congressmén over 
40,000 Republican majority.; It was sup- 
posed by the Democrats, chiefly on account 
of the persistent Democracy of the State, 
that they would carry it this year. Butthe 
operatives have not become reconciled yet 
to lower wages and lessened employment. 

Ohio has gone Republican by about 100,000 
and Mr. Brice loses his seat in the Senate. 
The Republicans ought to be satistied with 
this. The Democrats did al). that was in 
their power to win. They nominated their 


+}most effective campaigner for Governor, 


and Brice used all his resources to carry the 
Legislature. But they are beaten as badly 
as in 1893, when they had only one-third of 
the Legislature’ The vote. was a very 
heavy one, but it did not helpahe Democrats 
as much as they anticipated it would. 

The vote in Kentucky is so close that both 
sides are claiming it. That closeness shows 
that a good many Democrats did resent the 
facing-both-ways policy of their party in 
nominating a 50-cent candidate on a 100- 
cent platform. But whether Bradley or 
Haritin is elected Governor, the Legislature 
seems to be Democratic, and free silverite 
i will be sent back. to. the Senate, 

Nor should any one be induced. -by the close- 
ness Of the vote to hope that INentucky may 
go Republican next year. The Democracy 
of that State is of a fixed and 
type. Except in. the mountain districts, 
where there were few negroes, the people 
still regret the loss of their'sjaves, _

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CHICAGO GOES REPUBLICAN, 

The vote cast yesterday in this city and 
county was a scandalously small one in view 
of the importante of the election, being less 
than half the registered vote. But asa ma- 
jority of the votes cast were cast for Repub- 
jican candidates it is not worth while scold- 
ing the absentees. Had,there been a full 
vote the Republican majority would have 
been even larger than it is. There are no 
indications that the voters have changed 
politically since April in favor of vom 
racy, 

The Republicans have elected five Drain- 
age’ Trustees by majorities ranging from 
35.000 upward. 

They are ‘Messrs Eckhart, Boldenweek, 
Carter, Braden, and Mallette. The four 
Democrats who were successful are Messrs. 
Wenter, Kelly, Smyth, and Jones. As 
was expected, the first named of these led 
his ticket. Duffy, the contractor, was the 
uniticky tenth'man. For him the election 
was a’serious matter. He has paid a heavy 
assessment and has nothing to show for it. 
He was not much ahead of Jones, however, 
in the race forthe booby prize. The former 
was handicapped by the fact that he was a 
contractor and would have been the friend 
of “extras,” 
by his appeals to Irishmen to vote for him 
on account of his name. Jones was handi- 
capped by his admitted weakness and had 
no element of strength. 

The practicnl result of the election is 
that for six years the affairs’ f the drainage 
district will be prudently and economically 
managed.

Others have 
asked that Spain be pleaded with to let 
the Cubans govern themselves, or have ap- 
pealed to this government to grant them 
belligerent rights, but have not counseled 
war with Spain if Spain were obstinate. 

Therefore the resolution quoted above 
is indicative of an advance in public sen- 
timent, and of a growing belief that there 
has been enough Spanish misgovernment 
on this side of the Atlantic, and that it 
is the duty of the United States to put an 
end to it, “peaceably if it can, forcibly if 
it must.” While the Monroe doctrine con- 
templates no interference with the Amer- 
ican colonies of a European power, as long 
as those colonies are governed after 4 civ- 
ilized manner, the idea seems to be gaining 
ground that the Monroe doctrine does sanc- 
tion interference when the condition of af- 
fairs is such as it is in Cuba today, and has 
been for some time. ou 

This resolution is all the more signifi- 
cant because adopted by a gathering of 
sober, quiet Philadelphians, who dre or- 
dinarily so controlled by the spirit of Penn 
as to be averse to war, hnd to look dn it as 
one of the worst of evils. When the 
Quakers begin to grow belligerent ‘it is a 
sign that the country is getting stirred up. 
Such meetings as that at Philadelphia can- 
not fail to have an effect on Congress. 


ALLEGED INCREASE OF DESTITUTION., 

The Rev. R. A. White said in his sermon 
last Sunday that it is reported 10,000 more | 
families in this city have applied for aid 
from publie sources than for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, and in the Journal 
of last Saturday the secretary of the County 
Agent’s office was quoted as saying “ this 
is probably the worst year on record.” 
The secretary added that the condition of 
things will be frightful when the cold 
weather season has set in. He said: “ At 
the present time we are sending each month 
about 300 persons to the poor farm, 100 to 
hospitals, and at least twenty-five to dis- 
pensaries.”” Every morning the office of 
the County Agent is beset by a motley 
throng laden with baskets and bags, and 
police intervention is necessary to prevent 
the crowds from trampling many under 
foot in: the effort to be first served. Big, 
rough men crowd against weak women, 
some of the unfortunates are almost starv- 
ing, and “it is noticeable that a large per- 
centage of the applicants for relief are 
Europeans.” 

The statements are astonishing. There 
never was a year since Chicago became a 
great city that it did not contain a large 
number of poor people, mostly Eyropeans, 
and in this respect Chicago is no exception 
to the rule with all our great cities. But it 
is hard to understand that conditions for’ 
the struggle for existence here are worse 
than those of*a year ago, when all the peo- 
ple were in the trough of the depression 
caused by the double panic of 1893. Times 
have greatly improved since then, though 
they are a long way from the prosperous 
conditions which prevailed previous to the 
day on which Cleveland succeeded Harri- 
son as President of the United States. The 
latest national bank statistics, the,returns 
from. the clearing-houses of the country, 
and the trade reports for this and other 
cities, all attest that times are better for 
the laboring classes than a yearago. They 
show that capital is more actively employed 
jn commercial and industrial processes, em- 
ployers of labor find work for a much larger 
number of men and women, and in a great 
number of cases where wages were neces- 
sarily greatly reduced because of the panic 
there has been a partial or complete resto- 
ration. The toilers have more employment 
and receive as a rule more per, hour. 

In this city. there is a. marked improve- 
ment, though net in.all lines? Take the 
jron and steel business, for instance. It is 
more active at this moment and affording 
work for more men than at any other time 
since 1892, and many other industries show 
an importantigain in the number of workers,

FILLING THE NEW PARK. 

The Washington dispatches of Tue Tr1B- 
UNE state that Maj. Marshall is of the opin- 
ion that it is “absolutely necessary” that 
the sea wall in the outer harbor be built 
for its entire length, with the exception of 
one or two sniall openings to let scows in, 
before any filling is done to the west of the 
wall, As Maj. Marshall's opinion, what- 
ever it may be, is likely to be adopted by 
the War Department, an effort should be 
made to induce him to change the one he 
has already expressed. Perhaps the Mayor 
can accomplish this. There are 6,000 feet 
of bulkhead to be constructed. Winter is 
near at hand, and the work will progress 
very slowly during that season‘and the 
following spring. In the meanwhile the 
dredges on the drainage channel will ‘be 
steadily at work scooping up earth wliich 
ought to be dumped behind the sea, wall, 
but which will be dumped in the lake. The 
Mayor ought to try to persuade the Major 
that as fast as a few hundred feet of wall 
are built the filling in behind it should be 
allowed to begin, It is difficult to see what 
harm could be done thereby. The clay 
would not be washed out into the eastern 
part of the outer harbor which will have to 
be dredged out. 


AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY IN RUSSIA. 

A Russian official report states that 136,- 
678 tons of agricultural machinery, worth 
$4,053,220, were imported into that country 
in 1881, but only 7,435 tons, worth $1,297,- 
285, in 1890. There are no trustworthy 
figures for later years, and it cannot be 
stated what proportion of these imports by 
Russia was from the United States, but the 
New -York Journal of Commerce states as 
a result of its best inquiry that it is safe to 
say we have supplied Russia with at least 
a million dollars’ worth of agricultural ma- 
chinery within the last two years. Since 
1876, when only reaping machines had been 
sent to Russia from this country to compete 
with those of English manufacture, we 
have sold drills and planters, spring har- 
rows, mowing machines, binders, horse- 
rakes, reapers, and hay presses, and in the 
three latter have quite supplanted the En- 
glish machines, but German plows have the 
preference because they are much cheaper, 
though of inferior quality to ours. 

A largely increased use of agricultural 
machinery has aided in a vast increase of 
production. The average annual crop of 
the four leading cereals, rye, wheat, oats, 
and barley, has doubled in the last twenty 
years. The farmers of Russia would be 
much more liberal buyers of this machinery 
but for the low price of grain and the high 
import duties, these being from 714 to 30 
per cent of the original cost of the ma- 
chines, and the Russian importers are said 
to charge prices which yield an enormous 
profit to somebody. -Efforts are being made 
by the district councils in the farming dis- 
tricts, or in some of them, to import imple- 
ments themselves, with the object of al- 
lowing the fanmer to také the advantage 
hitherto grabbed by the middleman, and if 
the plan Te found feasible the machines 
will be sold on credit to the farmers. Also 
the Russian Government is being urged to 
reduce or abolish the import duties on agri- 
cultural machinery on the ground that 
these duties benefit only a small number of 
manufacturers at the expense of millions of 
farmers. The plea is_all the more forcible 
as the heaviest duties are imposed on those 
machines of which few or none are made in 
Russia, while the duties are lowest on those 
manufactured in that country. 

If the farmers are enabled by any of these 
changes to buy their implements at more 
reasonable rates than now there should be 
an important increase in our exports of 
those goods. But the home manufacture is 
incredsing. In 1871 Russia was reported 
to conrain 112 establishments for the repair 
and construction .of agricultural imple- 
ments, and in 1892 the number reported had 
grown to 400, the yearly production being 
estimated two years ago at $7,500,000. Un- 
doubtedly a greater demand would be met 
by an enlarged domestic supply, even if im- 
port duties were abolished, so that a ma- 
terial extension of our trade in that line 
might be attended with grave difficulties" 
in the way of close competition. Another 
side of the question is presented to those 
who are interested in the sale of wheat and 
flour produced in the United States in com- 
petition with Russian wheat offered in the 
British markets. There is reason to appre- 
hend a very great augment in the Russian 
export surplus from the cultivation of the 
new and fertile areas being opened up by 
the construction of the great railroad sys- 
tem to connect the Atlantic with the Pacifie 
through European and Asiatic Russia, 
while the government of that vast area 
seems disposed to do all in its power to 
favor the export of the cereals to. other 
lands.

It excludes the air, without ming- 
ling with the meat texture, and if it did so 
mingle would do no harm, as borax is not 
poisonous except in the sense that pure sand 
or the husk that surrounds the grain kernel 
might do harm if introduced into the stom 
ach. The fact is the use of borax removes 
the long-standing objection by foreigners to 
the use of salted meats from the United.

Sev- 
eral cOnferehces, it is claimed, have lately 
been held between President Hill and East- 
ern; capitalists upon the question of ex- 
tenfling the Great Northern from Superior, 
Wis., to MilWaukee and Chicago. President

CONTROLLER ECKELS TALKS OF BANKS. | 


Lectures on National Financial Insti- 
tutions in Columbian University. 

~ Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—{Special.}— 

Controller Eckels delivered this afternoon 

the first of a series of lectures upon national 


banks which he is to give before the students 
of the Columbian University in this city. | 


His discourse was devoted largely to a his- 
tcrical review of the banking interests of 
the United States, from colonial days to the 
establishment of the national system. Re- 
garding the causes which led up to founding 
national banks, the Controller of the Cur- . 
rency said: , 


“The dominating idea with the Secretary | 


of the Treasury, who was Salmon P. Chage, 
was the found nigof a national currency 
distinct from that of the issues of the State 
banks then in vogue. He beliéved that the 
right to do this was vested in the general 
government and the interests ef all would be 
be best subserved by. the exercise of it. In 
his report to Congress in December, 1861, he 
urged that the necessities of the war re- 
quired action to be taken, looking to such a 
currency issued either directly by the gov- 
ernment or on bond securities through banks 


; under its supervision. He weighed the ad- 


vantages and disadvantages attaching to 
both and gave it as his judgment that the 
latter was better in every respect, less liable 
to abuse, and less dangerous to the business 
interests of the country. 

“Wp to that time, at least, Mr. Chase did 
not believe in a Treasury note issued as cur- 
rency at all. He never did believe in it with 
the legal tender quality attached. The only 
sanction which he ever gaye to it was a 
halting one forced from him by the financial 
extremity in which the country appeared to 
be. *Had he fully foreseen then what is 80 
clear now, the evil following from such is- 
sues, I am contident that all of his great. 
abilities would have been so used against. 
these issues that no Treasury currency 
would ever have been put forch and the 
country thus spared the.unnecessary loss 
and expense attendant thereon. 

“The day must speedily come when the 
evil then strongly feared and now fully real- 
ized will be done away with and the people 
of this nation will no longer be subjected to 
the ever recurring loss attendant upon the 
maintenance of a part of the governments 
monetary policy, these legal tender issues. 

Controller Eckels paid a high tribute to the 
character and ability of the late Hugh Mc- 
Culloch, who was the first Controller of the 
Currency, and as such organized the bureau 
and put the law in operation.
